distinguished soldiers,

perts appear at last to be realizing 
that the next w^r wifll be decided nei. 
ther on land nor sea. and that it will 
be waged, not against armies and 
navies, but lipon peaceful and unpre- 
pared cities. What they seem not yet 
to have assimilated is the certainty 
of its being begun without a declara- 
tion, and that its issue may be decid- 
ed before a single combatant has been 
seen. 


"The aeroplane has made possible 


the destruction within 
twenty-four 


hours of a score of cities, arsenals, 
dockyards, and military centers be- 
fore any ^ort of reprisal can be de- 
vised. It is vain to talk of an air ser- 
vice adequate to deal with such a 
contingency. There can be no such 
thing as adequacy if the enemy prove 
sufficiently capable and treacherous, 
and with the issues at stake, want 
else can be expected? Now that the

of a. night, and at less than the cost 
of a division's skirmish.

"No; If the. world's past is to be 


preserved to enrich its-future, if man-! 
and, in short, is to continue to live 
above ground, all our dreams of flight 
must be abandoned. As a sport, flying 
s played out already; exhilarating to 


vearn, it soon becomes a boring busi- 
ness. Its possibilities as a cientific 
and mechanical toy are till enthral- 
ling; but can humanity afford to put 
such poisonous toys into its children's 
liands? 


"We still have the folly to talk of 


legitimate warfare, as though there 
could be any power on earth^, once 
war is declared, to illcgitimize any- 
thing; an importence so pitifully em- 
phasized of late by the victor's failure 
to inflict an adequate penalty even 
when war is done. 


"The future is waiting for us to 


safeguard it from an agony compared 
with which our

former soldiers of Appleton believe 


the proposed adjusted compensation 
act !• all right but they feel the propo- 
sition is yet too indefinite to forecast 
what form it will finally take or how 
satisfactory it will be to everybody. 
In interviews with.several former 
service men the reporter discovered 
an underlying apprehension that any 
compensation or bonus plan will be 
rejected by the present administration 
at the present time. Nevertheless they 
feel that some plan of compensation 
will eventually bo approved by con- 
gress simply because the soldier has 
a clear case and sooner or later opinion 
will turn in his favor. . 
It seems'to be the common onijilon 


of the soldiers that any compenbation 
plan agreed upon must be 
flexible 
and must give the Individual 
the 


privilege of choosing his 'own form of 
bonus. Such a plan it is felt, will be^ 
more .satisfactory to those receiving 
compensation because it will " enable 
them to fit government allowances 
into their respective needs. 


GET BUSINESS START 
For instance, the boy who was 


called from the farm to the colors 
may now be in need of help to set him 
on his feet in some agricultural pur- 
suit. A loan to apply />n the purchase 
of a farm home would probably be to 
him the most satisfactory compensa- 
tion. Perhaps the young man launch- 
ing into business could 'make 'more 
satisfactory use of a cash bonus.
